LITTLE ROCK—(JP)—An 
awaken- 


of public consciousness to the serious 
plight of the Arkansas public school 
system is expected by Dr. Howard A. 
Dawson, of the state department of 
education, to bring about a remedy. 


Such an awakening, he believes, will 


come when districts come to the end 
of their finances and schools close at 
the end of four, five or six months. 


"The present' situation of schools," 


Dr. Dawson said, "while 
'imposing 


many hardships on officials and teach- 
ers and inconveniencing the public, 
may prove to be the best thing that 
could happen. I believe it will, as 
possibly nothing else 
could, bring 


about a true appreciation of what 
schools mean to communities, and 
some excellent suggestions for rem- 
edying the situation," 


In the meantime, Dr. Dawson be- 


lieves, what is {needed is a general 
"buckling down-to the situation" and 
paying the .debts which have been 
made, amounting in the aggregate to 
about $26,000,000. 


do not participate in the equaliza- 
tion fund distribution, as their revenue 
in almost any year are sufficient to 
maintain eight and nine months school 
terms. In many cases, Dr. Dawson 
said, the revenue exceeds the actual 
needs of schools, but this does not 
help, poorer districts, as money collect- 
ed in one district for school purposes 
cannot be placed in a general fund 
•for distribution to poorer;districts. 


What is needed, he said, is an in- 


crease in the equalization fund suf- 
ficient to afford enough money to poor 
districts to maintain the 
standard 


length of terms. 


He points out that some progress 


may be made by reducing expendi- 
tures, but new problems are met im- 
mediately. 


"It may be said that if schools would 


reduce their expenditures by ?1,394 
233 they would be operating on a cash 
basis," Dr. Dawson said. "But this 
is not true.

in the state capitol.

nection with the sale of $15,000,000 
worth of highway bonds to retire a 
similar amount of short-term road 
notes, the state paid 
tfy 
the use 


of that money for six months a total 
of $847,950. > Interest was 
4 3-4 
per 


cent, and the fiscal agent's fee 3 1-4 
per cent. 


At the same time, State Treasurer 


Roy V. Lenoard announced that he 
would pay no more Confederate pen- 
sion warrants until a sinking fund 
of $450,000 has-been established to pay 
bond maturities and interest on the 
$8,450,000 worth of outstanding pen- 
sion bonds. 


The pension fund had on hand Wed- 


lesday, July 22, a total of $231,673, ap- 
proximately 
enough 
to pay 
one 


month's pensions; but the treasurer 
said this balance and the next $219,000 
coming into the office would be set 
aside as a sinking fund to meet debt 
charges. Treasurer Leonard declared 
this was necessary to prevent the pos- 
sibility of the state defaulting intrst 
or maturities on its pension bonds. 


The Confederate pension fund is 


derived from a general property tax 
of two mills, yielding in normal years 
about $1,300,000, but only $1,100,000 
this year at the maximum. It is be- 
lieved the Confederate pensions will 
be paid for July and August, and pos- 
sibly for September—but payments be- 
yond September, will be suspended

The 
report said the poor outlook for a good 
price for cotton and a need for more 
feedstuffs determined this reduction. 


The detailed report vy crops was: 
Corn: The preliminary acreage for 


corn shows an 8 per cent increase 
over last year and nearly 3M. per cent 
over the census figures of 1929. It 
would not be at all surprising if final 
corn figures should be larger because 
of the amount of late planting since 
June 10. Corn has made good growth; 
is of good color, but owing to injury 
by cut worms the stand is not as good 
as could be desired. Condition, how- 
ever, is recorded very much ahead of 
last year and is seven points above the 
10 year average condition of 75. The I 
present outlook is for a production of 
38.000,000 bushels or 5,000,000 bushels] 
in excess of our 10 year average of 
33,000,000 bushels. 


Wheat: The wheat acreage increas- 


ed greatly. Our figures relate to that 
amount harvested for grain. We show 
nearly a 50 per cent icnrease over the 
acreage of 21,0000 harvested in 1930. 
The yield also is one-third better than 
the 10 year average of 11.6 bushels. 


Oats: The oats crop is believed the 


best in history. There are mnny re- 
ports of threshed yields running to 60 
bushels an acre or more. A large part 
of the estimates are made from un- 
threshecl crops and the average yield 
of last year.-and 34 per cent over the 
10 year average of 21.9.

Rice: Rice acreage, despite the com- j 


paratively low price, is practically 
holding its own. The condition figure 
is the same as July 1 last year and the 
present uotlook is for a crop of 7.820 
bushels.
